INSURGENTS LOSE BOTH FIGHTS. 
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Manila, June B.— General Hall's col 
umD, la the movement upon the Mo- 
rons P«nintitla,ooai>letedthe drcaltof 
twenty miles over rough and mmin 
tainous country, having two engace- 
wmni» with the ln>urig«i>ts, one of them 
sevtre, and keeplhg ap an ftlmost con- 
stant flre asalnet scattered bands of 
Filipinos for nearly 24 boura. 

Tho eneny were driven in erery di- 
• rction and the country through which 
Oenerfkl Hail passed waa pretty thor- 
oufbly cleared. The colniin reached 
a point a few mllea from Taytay, where 
General Hall was met by General I^w- 
ton, who had already entered the town 
Md found it deeeried. 

General Hall's objective point was 
Antipolo, tea miles off, and there was 
deanltory Hrinc all along the line of 
■Mrek. The tunboata could be heard 
■bOllint tac hlltt in adtance of the 
columa. The columa, after driving the 
rebels from the foothills near Maria 
Chlno, with a~k|(i of but two or three,

lAto in tlM afternoon thoae ibree 
reglBMntf fought thdir eecond battle of 
the day, and It resulted like the flrst. 
in the complete rout of a large Filipino 
force Iscated in the mountains, and 
having ever> advantage of poaltion. In 
this fli^t the AoMtrtcan loaa wac four 
WIM. throo of th* VV>nrth cavalry and 
on« Oregonim, and about 16 wounded. 
The Fillplao loee could not be a8c«r 
tainod. but the terrific flre. which the 
AHMrieadtf poured into them for half 
aa hour must lia>ve inflicted Bever.> 
punishment. In this engagement our 
troope made one of the most gjllant 
charges of the war, and the enemy was 
forced to fee In the greoAaat disorder. 

TIm tro<^ fiiSered from the Intense 
iMat, nahy being prostrated and ail 
greatly exhaiisted. Consequently they 
bivouacked for the night on the second 
battle field. 

The cavalry, the Oregonlans and two 
eompaniea of the Fourth Infantry had 
just crossed a small creek about Ave 
o'clock In the aftarneon and entered 
upon a sunken road, from which they 
were omorfling .upon a amall valley sur- 
•wu^jdod M afi jridea by high and heav- 
Xtif Fooded hllla, wbeu the naitives, 
concealed in the nwuntaJae oo the 
three aidea of the plain, eyeoed a hot 
flre a^d awt fho^M* of bullat# Into 
Cbo MMdM ef ^km AmarieaM. TlM lnt> 
ter doployod InuBodiately in three di- 
rectlone. 

Then follow^ed a charge across the 
rice fields and ditches aad up the hill- 
sides, from whieh the shots came all 
the tln^o. pouring !• a t!errlfl<; hall, 
;wUle tlio air reeouaded with the eon- 
itaot rattle of m4Mdcetry. The Fourth 
Oavalry, being la front, sufTcred the se- 
verest losa when the attack opened, 
two of their lUUo^ beinfMrgeaato, and 
.the other a j^i^U. n» Oregooian 
kiHcd was a ppttM. 

Tlie natives were unahle to stand the 
vigorous firlnj of the Aiiicric mw lon^; 
and at the first sign of their waver- 
ing, the cavalry, Orasoai^ns and 
Fourth infantrymen brolie into wild 
cheers and charged still faster up the 
hillside, pouring in volley after vollev 
until the enemy left*the places where 
Uks/ wer« partially concealed by the 
tiUekeC, fled over the summit in the 
wildest confusion aad disappeared in 
the surrounding valleys. 

After the fight was over the firing 
was continued by the AnoericanB for 
ggtof*' than an bpnr in clearing out the 
baali and driving away straggling 
Filipinos. 

The troops, after camping for the 
nlfht on the battle field, started in the 
■koraing for Antipole, where It wan 
expected a strong resistance would be 
made. Antipolo la a place far up in 
thiO mountains, which the Spaniards 
bad laid the Americans could sever 
Mpture. It has cost Spain the Uvea of 
SOO troops. 

The progress of the column was con> 



sidsrably delayed while passing up th 
stMp Mountain grade, by a amall band 
of insurgents; but tliese were effectual 
ly routed by the Fourtk cavalry, which 
was in advance, and the tniopa reach 
ed Antipolo in a few hours. 

Our lines were Immediately thrown 
around oh three sides of the town, and 
then the final advance was made. But 
It was found usnecessary to flre a shot 
Not a rebel was visible, and the town 
was entirely abandoned.

Cuban General Tells of Condi, 
tion of His People. 



DESIRE A LOAN, NOT CHARITY

Havana, June S.— General CoIIazo 
publishes in the Herald of Havana i 
letter expounding the Cuban idea of 
the situation. He says in part: 

"A good deal of Uie diacuaaion now 
In progress shows that the real situa- 
tion is misunderstood. Both the Amer 
leans and the Cubans desire the inde- 
paaflOBoe of tiie ielaad— the Americans 
because they are pledged to it. and the 
Cubans because of pstriotic snd poli- 
tical considerations. Between the two 
stands the Washington admlnlstrstlon. 
representing the Important business 
interests involved. 

"There is no doubt that the l>eanty 
and rich possibilities of Cuba have 
aroused in piany of our visitors a greed 
which is responsible for the attempt 
to create the notion that the country 
Ifl warlike, wheras the fact is that 
the Cubans are so docile that even th 
desperation of hunger will not lead 
them into wrongful action. 

"The offer of charity affronts the 
dignity of our people; and the gratuity 
of $3,000,000 Insults them. The United 
States government, if It intends to free 
the island, should pay what is due 
the army, in the form o^ a loan to Cuba 
which -Cubans would gladly and easily 
repay. We do not want gifts; and the 
course hitherto followed discredits the 
American government among us snd 
inspires distrust The Cubans have 
been deceived for four eentorieo, and 
It li only logical that they should be 
suspicious now. They were formerly 
taught that the Americans had an hon- 
est home sdmlnistrstioQ which con- 
formed strietly to law sad kflaw no fa- 
voritism except tltat based upon merit. 

"In practice here the Cubane see 
Just the contrary exf-niplified. No one 
among us sees in advanoe the meas- 
ures to be promulgated; tka caprice 
of the military chiefs Is psrsmount; 
the people are a lifeless fsctor, that 
can exert no power nor even protest 
except in public meetings and the press. 
The Cabana are starving, while hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars ^re spent 
upon palaces for the American com- 
manders, who apply the military or the 
Spanish law as their whim suggests 
Charity, such as is offered, must be in 
sny event useless, because inadequate. 
Cuba will not recuperate without 169,- 
000,000 to flnance her agriculturists 
and without paying the army what it 
deserves. In this way recuperation can 
be accomplished. All that is necessary 
Is the will of the American administra- 
tion.

Paris, June 5. — President Loubet, ac- 
companied by the premier, M. Dupuy, 
and tbe chief of tbe military house- 
hold, General MoBailloud, drove to the 
Auteull races Sunday afternoon. As 
they drove along the areiiue Des 
Champs Elysees, the crowd bowed re- 
spectfuly, hut on arrlvinff at Autaail, 
they were met by a vfolent demonatra- 
tlon, evidently organised and directed 
agains tthe president There waa a 
storm of hoots, yells and cries of "Pa- 
nama," "abas Ix>ubet," and "vive 1' 
arme. " A few shouts of 'vive Loubet " 
were drowned In the clamor, A strong 
force of police kept oid r .nnd arrested 
many of the disturt>ers, including a 
man who tried to force his way to the 
president's carriage. 

During the second race the clamor 
increased to violence and was plainly 
directed by a committee of the league 
of patriots collected with their sup- 
porters both before and behind tko 
presidential stand, aroaad wktefi a 
formidable affray proceeded. Many 
blows were struck, and several police- 
men were injured In their endeavore 
to prevent an Invaalon of the preai> 
dential staal. 

At the criids of the excitement while 
shouts- of "vive r armee" and "vive 
DeRoulede" were heard on all sides, 
Count Chrlstiano rushed toward the 
president, brandishing a $lHi6k 'wd di- 
rected a blow aga^ut him. striking his 
hat. The crowd ruiheid upon Chrlst- 
iano, who only escaped severe hand- 
ling by being taken under police pro- 
tection. 

President Loubet sat all the while 
quite unmoved, talking to the premier. 
whi!«> offli'ers of his military household 
were defending him against violence. 

Finally, after thirty arreats bad been 
made, the prefect of police ordered the 
Republican guarda to surround the 
presidential stand. TTie princ ipal lead- 
ers of the demonstration were M. Jos- 
eph Lascies, anti-Semite and National- 
ist, deputy for Oeera, aad M. Flrmia 
Fanre. anti-Semite aad Nationalist de- 
puty for Oran, Algeria. 

Police Inspector Grllllere had his 
head srlousl:^ wonunded in the melee; 
and President Lovbet has since decor- 
ated him with the cross of the Legion 
of Honor in reiBOsaltion of his devotion 
to duty. 

A special cabinet council waa ran- 
moned to consider the situation; and 
important meaaarea were concerted, to 

be submitted to the president at an- 
other council for the presrvation of 
order. 

The ministers maintain strict re- 
serve as to the nature of these meas- 
ures; but a semi-ofllclsl notch as been 
Issued, whlchsays: "The governnaeat 

wil act with the greatest energy and 
will impose respect for the preaident 
and for the state." ^
